Chapter 774 Hearing 
The old school/library/ 
town hall annex won’t do 


The Planning Board is looking 
for another place to hold a public 
hearing. The old Center 
School/Public Library/Town Hall 
Annex won't do. 

‘That's the building on Middlesex 
Avenue, the little yellow one, 
across from Wilmington Common. 
{t started out in 1833 as a school, 
and it was a public school until 
sometime about World War I, 
when it became the Public 
Library. There are still a couple of 
old times, honored old timers, in 
Wilmington, who went to school in 
that building. 

right now it is the Town Hall 
Annex. The Building Inspector, 
and the Public Health Officer have 
offices there. and the Board of 
Health meets there on Monday 
nights. and the Wilmington Board 
of Appeals on Tuesdays. 

Sometimes, on Tuesday nights, 
the old building is bulging at the 
seams. That's when the Board of 
Appeals is hearing a case where 
someone seeks to put in a swim- 
ming pool, closer to the lot line 
than the law allows. That's 
against’ the law, but its tremen- 
dously important in the scheme of 
life today to have a family swim- 
min, . and all the neighbors 
peg Pciantinionoe ser a hear- 
ing so they stream down to the 
‘Town Hall Annex to join in the fan. 

Right now the Chairman of the 
Planning Board, Arthur Harding, 
is looking for a place to have a 
hearing - a place. that is bigger 
than the old school/library/town 
hall annex. Mr. Harding suspects 
that there will be, not a few 
neighbors, but hundreds of in- 
terested persons at the hearing of 
which he is thinking.

Burlington Dam report 


will not be 


The Burlington Board of 
Selectmen have received the final 
report from the Cassagrande Con- 
sultants, on the study of the 
Burlington Dam and the flooding 
problems in Wilmington and 
Woburn. The 38 page report was 
received last week, according to a 
story in the Woburn Times. 

Burlington's selectmen are 
reviewing the report, and have 
said that it will be several weeks, 
at least, before any of the con- 
clusions are released to the public. 
Burlington's selectmen are acting 
coy because there the town has a 
suit against the engineers, Whit- 
man & Howard of Boston, for the 
$5.6 million project. 

Cassagrande, of Arlington and 
Harvard University, a consulting 
firm, were hired by the Burlington 
selectmen a year ago last August 
to evaluate the dam and its 
problems. Cassagrande charged 
Burlington between $100 and $300 a 
day, depending on the tests the 
firm was making, and depending 


on the cost of other work.done, the 
Times reports. 

There does not seem to be any 
statement as to costs to the Town 
of Burlington, for the extra pro- 
jects, but the Times says that 
there was $300,000 left over after 
the construction of the reservoir 
and that payment has been made 
from that fund. - 

Burlington's suit against Whit- 
man & Howard is an attempt to 
recoup the sums of money spent in 
drainage, surveys, etc. since the 
dam was constructed. Burlington 
constructed drainare systems in 
both Woburn and Wilmington, and 
in Wilmington $10,000 was spent by 
Wilminrton, a sum which Town 
Manager Sterling Morris says he is 
going to recover from the Town of 
Burlington. 

There are also several suits 
reported on the part of home 
owners who were flooded by 
waters coming from the dam. One 
report says that a Woburn family 
is suing for $400,000.

As the law now stands, if any 
person is brought before a judge 
charged with carrying a gun il- 
legally the judge has no option but 
to give a jail sentence. 

Chief of Police Paul Lynch of 
Wilmington hopes that noone will 
put themselves in a position of 
testing that law, in Wilmington.

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Senator MacKenzie files 
Bientennial bills 


Senator Ronald C. MacKenzie 
has filed two bills for the 1975 
Legislative Session which are 
directed at improving two problem 
areas which are likely to develop 
during the Commonwealth's 


city or town permits to rent rooms 
during the Bicentennial celebra- 
tion (from January 1, 1975 to 
December, 1976). Senator 
MacKenzie is very hopeful that 
this measure will help alleviate 
the apparent housing shortage 
which will exist with the great in- 
flux of tourists in the next two 
years. ‘By allowing homeowners 
to rent rooms to visitors, we will 
be taking a positive step in dealing 
with the apparent housing shor- 
tage,’ Senator Mackenzie said. 
The second measure filed by 
Senator MacKenzie would in- 
crease penalties for the destruc- 
tion and theft of historical items in 
the Commonwealth.

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A solution to the Energy Crisis? 


WINDMILL ATOP ANDREW RUSKYN HOME

An 80 year old Holly Hill man, who says he got fed up 
with paying ever higher electricity bills, now has a 
windmill atop his house. 

Andrew Ruskyn's windmill isn’t the familiar t: 
battled by Don Quixote, but one designed on a vertical 
axis. It resembles an enclosed steamboat paddlewheel 
turned on end. 

Ruskyn says he believes his design gives him the 
proverbial better mouse trap, er, windmill. He hopes 
someday it will generate electricity and give him a 
substantial savings on his power bill. 

The windmill’s six bladed rotor is enclosed by carefully 
angled bright blue baffles. The baffles channel wind from 
any direction so that its force is exerted primarily on one 
side of the blades. 

“T believe my idea is better than the standard propeller

type windmill,” Ruskyn said in a Thursday interview. 
“The wind always blows on both sides of their blades, and 
in one direction it acts as a brake.” 

Though Ruskyn finished building the modest contrap- 
tion in about four months, he’s been unable to test it. 

“I don’t know much about electricity,” he confessed as 
he motioned to the revolving but unattached pulley wheel 
at the base of the rotor axis. “I’m looking for someone who 
can help me find the right kind of generator to attach to it. 
I'd connect the generator to storage batteries I could use. 
when the wind isn’t blowing.” 

Ruskyn said Smokey Yunick, well known Daytona _ 
Beach mechanic, visited Thursday and promised to see 
what he could do to help. Yunick recently built a windmill 
of his own which is atop a 100 foot tower sprouting through, 
his garage roof. Yunick’s 14 ton windmill has cost him 
about $80,000 so far. Ruskyn, a retired farmer, has 


2 invested only $76 in his much smaller wind machine.

The Town Crier is indebted to Henry 
and Anna Jensen, now of Pt. Orange, 
Florida, but formerly of Andover 
Street in Wilmington for this 
newspaper clipping showing what 
seems to be a novel way of getting 
energy from the wind. 

Back in 1922 or thereabouts, in Ger- 
many at the time of the Wiemar 
Republic, a man named Anton 
Flettner, a German, invented a new 
type of windmill, very much like that 
shown in the picture from Henry and 
Anna. 

Flettner built a ship with two such 
windmills, or, as they were called 
Rotors. They looked like barnyard 
silos, but they provided power, even 
when the wind was from dead ahead, 
and Fiettner sailed his ship called the 
RV (for Rotor Vessel) Baden-Baden 
between the Mediterannean and Ham- 
burg (Germany) in the fruit trade. 
The ship was about the size of a large 
schooner, and had a crew of seventeen 
men. 

The rotors were fifty feet high, and 
nine feet in diameter, and heavy 
squalls had no bad effect on the sailing 
qualities of the Baden-Baden. 

In 1926 or thereabouts Flettner sent 
the Baden-Baden across the Atlantic 
to the United States, and she sailed up 
into New York harbor on her rotor 
power, at a speed of 8% knots. Like 
Robert Fulton's Clermont of North 
River she was proceeding against the 
wind, but she was using the wind for 
power. 

The world wide Depression put an 
end to Flettner’s business and the 
Baden-Baden was Taid up. She was 
sold to another owner, and 
transferred to the Panamian flag, and 
then rerigged as a-schooner. 

Later the Baden-Baden was 
transferred to the Costa Rican flag, 
and she sank, in the Caribbean, 
derelict and waterlogged, in 1931. 

Flettner’s idea might still work. At 
least it seems to be ready to be tested 
in Holly Hill, Florida.

On the public energy front, there 
is to be a hearing in Boston 
tomorrow at 10 am in the 
Saltonstall Building, 100 Cam- 
bridge Street. The hearing will be 
adjucatory, over the withholding 
of fuel adjustment charges for 
electricity 

An organization with the 
Acronym of COFFEE (Consumers 
Organization for Fair Energy 
Equality) will be the complaitant. 
Mrs. Natalie Leonardi of North 
Marshfield (659-7420) is president 
of the organization and she reports 
that the organization's attorney 
was once counsel for a public utili- 
ty company. She expects she will 
take a complaint to court, within 
three weeks of a decision by the 
DPU commissioners, if the com- 
missioners hand down an adverse 
opinion. 

A DPU hearing officer ruled in 
favor of the utility companies in 
November 1974. COFFEE is now 
appealing before: the full board of 
DPU Commissioners. Mrs. 
Leonardi says she has no reason to 
believe the commissioners will 
tule differently this time. 

The lady says that her organiza- 
tion intends to exhaust all lower 


avenues of appeal, before 
challenging the legality of the Fuel 
Adjustment Clause in charges for 
electricity, in the courts of 
Massachusetts. 


COFFEE sponsored a one hour 
blackout on New Year's Day, 
which Mrs. Leonardi described as 
successful, and she says that her 
organization plans to have a 
blackout on the first Monday of 


‘each month, from 6 to 7 pm, to re- 


mind the utility companies that 
consumers are not totally helpless 
against ‘reckless utility costs."’ 

Some Wilmington residents have 
not been paying the fuel charge as 
billed by the Reading Municipal 
Light Department, according to 
some sources. 

One Wilmington official, who 
will not be named at this time, has 
been called by some Wilmington 
residents and told that the Reading 
Light has ‘threatened to shut off 
power if the Fuel Adjustment bill 
is not paid. 

His advice is reported to be that 
they pay, because the Reading 
Light does have the power to shut 
off services from homes which 
have not paid their bills.
